Which Duties have occaſioned a great Perte&tion in the making the ſaid Goods 
in Exgland, and the Importation is mightily leſſened thereby, which giveth a few 
ſelfiſh People {that dealt in the ſaid Goods) hopes that it will be a means to take off 
q or leſſen the faid Duties ; but it is hoped that theſe following Conſiderations' will 
J over-balance what they can ofter to the contrary. 


| I. Although the Importations be leſſened for the faid Goods; yet they have brought 
J 1! more Money for theſe five Years laſt paſt, than ever they did in that time, which 
1 1y appear by the Cuſtom-Houſe-Books. = 
1. That moſt of the faid Goods, although made in England, are made of Fo- 
tign Iron, which hath brought in more Cuſtoms to the King, than the Complai- 
nantsare willing to pay for the Cuſtom, when imported in the Manufactury. 
Hl. There is ſeveral new Works built, and ſeveral hundred Families imployed (in 
making the faid Ware) more than before theſe' Additional Duties were laid: 
JS TV. Ir is but reaſonable to believe that former Parliaments had prohibited theſe + 
Toods, when they prohibited Goods of the ſame kind, had this Kingdom had Arti- 
{ ficers to make them (as they then had not.) | | 
$ Vere but the Manufacturers encouraged by having a Re-payment of the Cuſtom 
of the Iron, when Exported in the ManufaQture, England would be capable to Ex- 
Port many of the faid Goods to the great Enriching of this Kingdom. SET 
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
